1 . Claims 1 -28 are presented for examination 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-6, 8, 10, 12, 14, 16, 18, 20, 22, 24, and 26, Group I, are drawn to 
sending identification data to an electronic device, classified in class 713, 
subclass 161. 

II. Claims 7, 9, 11, 13, 15, 17, 19, 21, 23, 25, 27, 28, Group II, are drawn to sending 
operation data to an electronic device, classified in class 358, subclass 1.15. 

3. Inventions I and II are distinct from each other and are shown to be separately usable. 
Invention I discloses an invention for sending identification data to a portable storage device, 
where the portable storage device transmits the identification data to an electronic device. 
Invention II discloses an invention for sending operation data to a portable storage device, 
where the portable storage device transmits the operation data to the electronic device. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and search for Group 
II is not required for Group I, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
